Workers Union continued for the 
second day. Both the union and 
the telephone company have indi- 
cated a willingness to 
arbitrate, 


but neither has made the neces- 
sary first offer to do so. 


The continuous meeting, which

over 
2,000 workers 
from 


their Jobs and halted all operator- 
serviced calls, was called in pro- 
test early yesterday over the pro- 
mction of two employes by 
the 


company. The union claimed vio- 
lation of their contract seniority 
clause. It said the company had 
bypassed other equally 
qualified 


employes with greater seniority. 


Meanwhile, emergency calls were 


being handled by supervisory pcr- 
sonnel.

But State Health Officer George 
W. Cox says that he can't do any- 
ting (or the sneezing victims of the 
hayfever scourge—and he 
thinks 
It's a crying; shame., 


"It's on* of many ailments In the 
state going neglected because Tex- 
as Is without an adequate health 
research laboratory," Dr. Cox de- 
clared. 
"Tha malady Is active in differ- 


ent sections of the state and on 
different 
persons just about 12 


months of every year," he said, 
adding that he knew of no part of 
Texas that is entirely free from the 
malady for everyone. 


Big Medical Problem 


Viewing allitrgles as one of the 
most perplexing medical problems 
at present, the health officer point- 
ed out that hayfever sufferers fall 
into a multitude of classifications, 
depending upon theelr particular 
allegory to one or more of the many 
different pollens and dusts. 
"It frequently 
necessitates 
a 


study of the disease In individual 
cases and may indicate very little 
likelihood of one sure-cure ever 
being discovered for all cases," he 
said. 
"At present the only posltitve 


solution for everyone seems to be 
the finding of a different climate 
or section of the 
country which 


gives relief. And one person might 
find relief in the very section where 
dozens of others are severely suf- 
fering." Fiicllttlcs Needed 


The health officer expressed re- 


gret thnt Texas does not see fit to 
establish facilities that could study, 
thin and numerous other diseases, especially 
"Last year there 
were 6.212 


deaths in Texas from cancer and 
the state Is doing absolutely noth- 
Inir to try to combat the disease. 
Other diseases urgently in need of 
study In Texas are dysentery, po- 
lio, typhus and the common cold. 
Water and milk need to he watch- 
ed carefully and sewage is a most 
pressing problem. 
"We could establish a first class 


laboratory such as Texas must 
have If it Is ever to fulfill Its ob- 
vious duties in the safeguarding of 
public health for less than half a 
million dollars. It could be operat- 
ed for a little morr than $100,000 a 
year.
